R ELIEF PLANS TO BECOME 
EFFECTIVE SOON

W ashington, Aug. 12. — President 
Hoover announced cancellation of his 
proposed two weeks’ vacation trip to 
the northern Rockies today, saying he 
would rem ain in W ashington to or­ 
ganize drought relief work. 
W ith a conference with 
12 
state 
governors due Thursday and another 
with the heads of three large farm 
organizations Friday, it is doubtful if 
Mr. Hoover could find it possible to get 
aw ay within three weeks inasmuch as 
the actual work of perfecting a relief 
organization would be undertaken af­ 
ter these conferences. 
The altitude and w e th e r in Glacier 
and Yellowstone parks made a later 
trip inadvisable, so the president will 
confine his recreation for the Immedi­ 
ate future to week-end trips to hi® 
R apidan camp. 
While Mr. Hoover does not consider 
the drought situation serious enough 
at present to cause national alarm, hi® 
friends say he feels the work of pro­ 
viding relief for certain localities must 
be started as soon as possible. 
Secre­ 
ta ry of Agriculture Hyde has informed 
the president the situation is serious 
in m any sections of Virginia, Arkan­ 
sas, K entucky and Louisiana and pos­ 
sibly a few other states. 
Detailed 
reports 
now 
are 
being 
draw n up by H yde’s agents and will 
be made public before or at the Thurs­ 
day conference of governors. 
Mr. Hoover will open the conference 
with a statem ent of the situation and 
then will lay down a basis of co-oper­ 
ation with the governors form ing 
a 
commission, one m em ber to be selected 
by each state executive. 
In addition to the governors, 
the 
conference will be attended by Hyde, 
C hairm an Legge of the farm board 
and Paul Bestor of the farm loan bu­ 
reau. 
Legge Is flying back from the 
Pacific coast to attend. 
W hatever relief finances are needed 
probably will be furnished by the Red 
Cross, which has a reserve fund for 
th a t purpose. 
No federal funds will 
he necessary, It is 
thought. 
More 
than $20,000,000 of Red Cross money 
was similarly used by Mr. Hoover in 
Mississippi flood relief. 
A fter inaugurating this movement, 
the president will meet Friday with 
Charles E. Huff, president of the Far­ 
m ers Union, Sam H. Thompson, presi­ 
dent of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, and Louis J. Taber, m as­ 
ter of the National Grange. 
Direct 
agricultural relief necessities will be 
discussed with them. 
These conferences will only start the 
real relief work which will 
require 
fu rth er weeks of labor.

Aid Navigation, Bat What About the Lakes? 


A. J. Dunlap 


T he Minneapolis Tribune Sunday had un editorial headed, 
“ Preparedness That Counts,” paying a tribute to the government 
engineers who years ago mapped out a system of dams and reser­ 
voirs in upper Minnesota which now "gives assurances that the 
Mississippi river will always be navigable from Minneapolis to 
the Mississippi delta.” 
This editorial takes a narrow view of water resources of Min­ 
nesota by implying that water belongs to the navigation interests 
without a bit of regard for the enormous lake country resorts, 
cottages and other holdings which have sprung up within the 
decade or more and have revolutionized Minnesota and made it a 
tourist state excelled only by California and Florida. 
In order to maintain a six-foot channel in the Mississippi, 
without even thinking of the nine-foot channel which some river 
enthusiasts propose, the water must come from our lake country 
and is even now cutting down previous summer levels. 
We give the Minneapolis Tribune editorial in full, which 
reads well to a navigation enthusiast, but does not sound so well 
to the lake country which, so far as the editorial is concerted, does 
not seem to exist at all. 
It is a long time since the federal government began the con­ 
struction of dams on the upper Mississippi and its tributaries in 
Minnesota for the purpose of creating a reserve water supply. 
They were in their first aspect a measure of preparedness 
conceived by the war department. The engineers who saw the need 
for them and planned them are for the most part obscure, if no! 
forgotten. Time proves they builded latter than they knew. 
Today this system of reservoirs is assurance the Missisippi 
river will always Im* navigable from Minneapolis to the Missis­ 
sippi delta. Its utility was demonstrated recently when the reser­ 
voirs were opened to release water needed to safeguard naviga­ 
tion on the river below St. Louis, Where the stage of water is so 
low as to threaten the normal movement of river traffic. 
Significantly enough it develops that there is a big stake in 
keeping this traffic moving at its normal volume. It is growing, 
and varied business interests are now dependent upon it in the 
down-river country. Its interruption by a low stage of water for 
any length of time would cause serious inconvenience. 
Time was when the reservoir system in northern Minnesota 
was called federal folly and political pork. Today it is tremen­ 
dously important as a reserve supply for an arterial waterway. 
That future the building engineers visioned as long as a half 
century ago is here. Its needs in water transportation vindicate 
their judgment. Possibly, too, it points the way to an elaboration 
of the Minnesota reservoir system, which still has many possibili­ 
ties that will be increasingly useful in years to come,

Getting Acquainted With Local H istory 


T h e tour of the Crow Wing County Historical society yes­ 
terday means much in creating and sustaining interest in the his­ 
tory of the county. The idea of placing markers and monuments 
to commemorate various sites famous in Indian and pioneer his­ 
tory will do much to get young and old and our tourist visitors 
acquainted with the history of this area. 
A visitor to Boston and its environs is impressed with the 
care and attention paid in marking sites of history. One finds 
monuments and markers, tablets of all kinds, marking spots hal­ 
lowed to the memory of early patriots. One sees a granite monu­ 
ment commemorating the spot where the first shot was tired iii 
the Revolutionary war. A high school near by has a monument 
commemorating the names of students who served in the World 
war and gave their lives for their country. 
The state house has a whole floor devoted to battle Hags car­ 
ried in many wars. They are placed in lighted glass cases and are 
reverently viewed by large throngs. Everything contributing to 
some phase of history lias l>een scrupulously preserved. 
In like manner Crow Wing county may eventually collect 
material for a museum and it will prove a favorite study point 
for young and old and our many tourist visitors. It should con­ 
tain examples of Indian bows and arrows, spear heads, arrow 
heads, war bonnets, beadwork, pottery, furs, etc. Years ago we 
remember Col. C. I). Johnson acquired a massive silver medallion 
which had been awarded an Indian chief by President Adams and 
which was found somewhere near Mission. Our own people have 
many curios and relics of early history which no doubt can be 
loaned to such a museum for display.

Aid Navigation, But What About the baken' 


T h e Minneapolis Tribune Sunday had an editorial headed, 
“Preparedness That Counts," paying a tribute to the government 
engineers who years ago mapped out a system of dams and reser 
voirs in upper Minnesota which now “gives assurances that the 
Mississippi river will always he navigable from Minneapolis to 
the Mississippi delta." 
This editorial takes a narrow view of water resources of Min­ 
nesota by implying that water belongs to the navigation interests 
without a bit of regard for the enormous lake country resorts, 
cottages and other holdings which have sprung up within t,h< 
decade or more and have revolutionized Minnesota and made it a 
tourist state excelled only by California and Florida. 
In order to maintain a six-foot channel in the Mississippi, 
without even thinking of the nine-foot channel which some; rive/ 
enthusiasts propose, the water must come from our lake country 
and is even now cutting down previous 'summer levels. 
We give the Minneapolis Tribune editorial in full, which 
reads well to a navigation enthusiast, but does not sound so well 
to the lake country which, so far as the editorial is concerned, does 
not seem to exist at all. 
It is a long time since the federal government began the con­ 
struction of dams on the upper Mississippi and its tributaries in 
Minnesota for the purpose of creating a reserve water supply. 
They were in their first aspect a measure of preparedness 
conceived by the war department. The engineers who saw the need 
for them and planned them are for the most part obscure, if not 
forgotten. Time proves they builded better than they knew. 
Today this system of reservoirs is assurance the Missisippi 
river will always be navigable from Minneapolis to the Missis­ 
sippi delta. Its utility was demonstrated recently when the reser­ 
voirs were opened to release water needed to safeguard naviga­ 
tion on the river below St. Louis, where the stage of water is so 
low as to threaten the normal movement of river traffic. 
Significantly enough it develops that there is a big stake in 
keeping this traffic moving at its normal volume. It is growing, 
and varied business interests are now dependent upon it in the 
down-river country. Its interruption by a low stage of water for 
any length of time would cause serious inconvenience. 
Time was when the reservoir system in northern Minnesota 
was called federal folly and political pork. Today it is tremen­ 
dously important as a reserve supply for an arterial waterway. 
That future the building engineers visioned as long as a half 
century ago is here. Its needs in water transportation vindicate 
their judgment. Possibly, too, it points the way to an elaboration 
of the Minnesota reservoir system, which still has many possibili­ 
ties that will be increasingly useful in years to come.

Crow W ing county became a 
nam e were brought to light yesterday 
as authoritative descriptions of those 
Indian days of im portance were given 
by lecturers in a tour of Crow W ing 
county sites of historical interest spon­ 
sored by the Crow W ing County H is­ 
torical Society. 
And because of the fact th at m any 
years back, before 1750 when the Ojib- 
w ay Indians drove the Sioux out of 
their domains, killing and plundering, 
the Sioux by hard work, likely th at of 
years, excavated black soil determ ined 
at 10,108 tons to build earthw orks and 
m ounds at Upper H ay Lake for their 
protection, the Historical Society yes­ 
terday recognized their faithful labors 
and 
contribution 
to 
t h e 
historical 
foundation of this county by authoriz­ 
ing the placing of a m ark er at the site 
of the mounds to perpetuate their 
memory. 
Rev. O. L. Bolstad, Brainerd, who 
has m ade a careful study of early his­ 
tory of this country and who is con­ 
tinuing to carry on this im portant 
work, explained to the 150 people, men, 
women and children, participating in 
the tour, how' and why the interesting 
w ork at Upper H ay L ake was done. 
“F o rt” Poualok, where the tour first 
stopped after startin g from Brame* I 
at 9 a. rn. and enlarging its followers 
at Pequot, is in ancient Indian village 
site. 
The 
wigwams, 
lodges, 
stockades, 
council fires and the Indians have d is­ 
appeared but 73 mounds and em bank­ 
m ents and in lodge circle still exist as 
m em orials of the race that erected 
them long tim e ago, according to the 
prelim inary explanation by Rev. Bol­ 
stad. 
Some of the mounds are circular, 
others oval or elongated while some 
of the em bankm ents etxend parallel 
for hundreds of feet w ithout a break. 
"The nam e Poualkok was given to 
the place by J. V. Brower, St. Cloud, 
who assisted by Sterne A. Faribault, a 
civil engineer, and other assistants 
from May 20 to May 29, 1901, m ade a 
careful survey of the place, establish­ 
ing 
accurate 
m easurem ents 
of 
th ■> 
m any m ounds and earthw orks. 
Ac­ 
cording to a careful and system atic 
estim ate made by theses men of the 
num ber of cubic yards of earth used 
in the construction 6f these earth ­ 
works, the q uantity was determined at 
10,108 tons. 
This earth was of black 
soil scraped from the surface and ca r­ 
ried either in baskets or skins. A care­ 
ful sketch m ap of the place was also 
m ade by Mr. Brower, the m ap cover­ 
ing two pages in his book “K athio” 
published in 1901,” Rev. Bolstad stated. 
"Poualok,” 
according 
to 
Brower, 
Rev. Bolstad said, is another nam e for 
Sioux as he held th a t the mounds and 
em bankm ents w ere erected by Sioux 
Indians. 
“Mr. B row er arrived at this con­ 
clusion by a careful comparison of 
stone, flint and copper implements as 
well as weapons and ornam ents of the 
sam e m aterial and also ancient pottery 
unearthed from ancient Sioux village 
sites and the m ounds along the west 
shore of Mille Lacs Lake,” Rev. Bol­ 
stad continued. 
"Similar implements, 
weapons, ornam ents and pottery were 
also 
unearthed 
from 
mounds 
and 
earthw orks extending from the m outh 
of Gull river throughout the Gull Lake 
region to Upper H ay Lake, then on­ 
w ard to Mission Lake. 
He found ail 
relics from the Gull Lake region to b j 
identical, 
both 
as to 
m aterial 
and 
w orkm anship, with those of the sam e 
class from the Mille Lacs Lake re­ 
gion. 
He therefore believes th a t the 
Sioux occupied the entire territory. 
A fter the Ojibway had driven 
the 
Sioux aw ay from the shores of Mille 
Lacs Lake about 1750, the Sioux In ­ 
dians to the nor til and west also re­ 
tired. fearing their warlike neighbors 
and leaving as records of their settle­

activities,

M. S. Resolute, forming part of 
the expedition scut iii Search of Sir 
John Franklin iii 1852, was abandoned 
in latitude 74 degrees 41 minutes north, 
longitude RH degrees 22 minutes west, 
on the 15th of May, 1854, says an ar­ 
ticle in Pathfinder Magazine. 
She was 
discovered and extricated In Septcm 
ber, 1855, in latitude 07 degrees north 
by Captain Ruddlngton, of the United 
States whaler, George Henry. 
The 
ship was purchased, tilted out and sent 
to England as a gilt lo tier majesty 
Queen Victoria, by the President and 
people of the United States, aa a token 
of good will and friendship.

was given title to some limn, which 
for one reason or another he did not 
luke up.

COWS CONDITIONED 
LARGELY ON CORN 


After Calving Make Good 
U se of Bran Mashes. 


"Pows that have been milked until 
they are below normal in flesh can he 
most quickly and economically condi­ 
tioned on corn,” soys O. A. Williams 
of Indiana. 
A mixture of six pounds 
ground corn, two pounds ground oafs 
or bran, and one pound of oil meal is 
a mixture he recommends. 
Ah soon 
as the desired condition has been ob­ 
tained, replace the corn 
with 
bran 
and ground oats. 
At least ten days 
before freshening feed equal parts of 
bran «nd oat* with possibly one pound 
of oil meal a day and greatly reduce 
the quantity. 
For several days before and after 
calving there Is do feed so good as 
limn mashes because of their cooling 
and laxative properties. 
If constipa­ 
tion develops, give a quart of raw 
linseed oil or one pound of epsom 
salts. Clover, alfalfa or soy bean hay 
may he allowed with possibly a lim­ 
ited amount of silage. Many cases of 
milk fever eau be avoided by care at 
this time. 
After calving, supply plenty of wa­ 
fer but Increase the grain ration very 
slowly. 
Corn and outH must he spar­ 
ingly used until about the fifth day 
when 
th* 
regular 
ration 
of 
four 
pounds of com. two pounds of oats 
and one pound of oil meal at the rate 
of four to five pounds a day may he 
used. 
Increases should be made at 
the rate of one pound every third or 
fourth day until muxlinutn production 
has been reached. 
When a cow no 
longer responds to Increased 
feed, 
drop hack slightly when It will 
he 
noted that she will increase still fur­ 
ther In production. 
Full feeding had 
best he deferred until four to six weeks 
after freshening. 
Mr. Williams cs I Is attention to the 
fact that at the time of calving, cer­ 
tain substances called hnrmones are 
liberated Into the cow’s blood stream 
which 
Stimulate 
milk 
production. 
These hormones, he says. become ex­ 
hausted os the lactation period ad­ 
vances or lf the cow Is in poor flesh. 


Get Excellent Results 
From Balanced Ration 
A great mony farm ers do not feed 
a well balanced ration to their dairy 
cows because for some reason or other 
they think that such a ration Is neces­ 
sarily much more expensive than one 
made up of the ordinary farm grains. 
If a protein feed lins to he purchased 
the price usually seems high. 
A ton 
of a high protein concentrate always 
costs more than a ton of corn or oats 
or barley, and unfortunately many 
farm ers compare the price of feeds on 
tire ton hinds. The thing that so many 
do not team to realise Is that it given 
amount of a high protein feed prop­ 
erly mixed with farm-grown grains 
will bring a lower production cost be­ 
cause the more perfectly a dairy ra­ 
tion Is balanced with reference to pro­ 
tein, carbohydrates and mineral m at­ 
ter, the more economically will ll be 
used by the animal. 


Early Cut Sunflowers 
to Keep Up Milk Flow 
Sunflowers cut about 88 days after 
pluming, or about the middle of Au­ 


g u s t , proved to Im* the most palatable 
and kept the milk flow of the cows 
closest to the level of corn silage In 
trlnls made In Illinois.

Unique Church Used by 
Benedictines as Shrine 
When one thinks of a famous church 
one naturally thinks of one great in 
age, great In architecture or great In 
Its historic associations. 
One finds 
none of these characteristics in the 
little church on the Kentucky side of 
tim Ohio river, and so, perhaps, one 
can hardly refer to it in the same 
m anner one refers to Westminster, 
Colgate, Notre Dame or Snntn Sophia. 
It may not he a famous church, hut 
It Is at least unique, for it is the 
smallest church in the world, capable 
of accommodating but ttiree or four 
worshipers, says the Cincinnati En­ 
quirer. The small brick structure was 
built in 1890 by some brothers of the 
Benedictine order, who used it as a 
shrine during the years they were 
engaged there in the making of sac­ 
ramental wine. During th# years of 
its use it contained an altar, the usual 
church candles, a crucifix and pews 
for the accommodation of three per­ 
sons.

COWS CONDITIONED 
LARGELY ON CORN 


After Calving Make Good 
Use of Bran Mashes. 


“Cows that have been milked until 
they are below normal in flesh can be 
most quickly and economically condi­ 
tioned on corn,” says (J. A. Williams 
of Indiana. 
A mixture of six pounds 
ground corn, two pounds ground oats 
or bran, and one pound of oil meal is 
a m ixture he recommends. 
As soon 
as the desired condition has been ob­ 
tained, replace the corn 
with 
bran 
and ground oats, 
At least ten days 
before freshening feed equal parts of 
bran *nd oats with possibly one pound 
of oil meal a day and greatly reduce 
the quantity. 
For several days before and after 
calving there Is no feed so good as 
bran mashes because of their cooling 
and laxative properties. 
If constipa­ 
tion develops, give a quart of raw 
linseed oil or one pound of epsom 
salts. Clover, alfalfa or soy benn hay 
may be allowed with possibly a lim­ 
ited amount of silage. 
Many cases of 
milk fever can be avoided by care at 
this time. 
After calving, supply plenty of wa­ 
ter but Increase the grain ration very 
slowly. 
Corn and oats must be spar­ 
ingly used until about the fifth thiy 
when 
the 
regular 
ration 
of 
four 
pounds of corn, two pounds of oafs 
and one pound of oil meal at the rate 
of four to five pounds a day may he 
used. 
Increases should be made at 
the rate of one pound every third or 
fourth day until maximum production 
hns been reached. 
When a cow no 
longer responds to increased 
feed, 
drop back slightly when It will 
he 
noted that she will Increase still fur­ 
ther In production. 
Full feeding had 
best he deferred until four to six weeks 
after freshening. 
Mr. Williams calls attention to the 
fact that at the time of calving, cer­ 
tain substances called hnrinones are 
liberated Into the cotv’s blood stream 
which 
stim ulate 
milk 
production. 
These hartnones. he says, become ex­ 
hausted as the lactation period ad­ 
vances or lf the cow Is In poor flesh.

A great mony farm ers do not feed 
a well balanced ration to their dairy 
cows because for some reason or other 
they think that such a ration is neces­ 
sarily much more expensive than one 
made up of the ordinary farm grains. 
If a protein feed has to be purchased 
the price usually seems high. 
A ton 
of a high protein concentrate always 
costs more than a ton of corn or oats 
or barley, and unfortunately many 
farm ers compare the price of feeds on 
tire ton basis. The thing tlint so many 
do not seem to realize is that a given 
amount of a high protein feed prop­ 
erly mixed with farm-grown grains 
will bring a lower production cost be­ 
cause the more perfectly a dairy ra­ 
tion is balanced with reference to pro­ 
tein, carbohydrates and mineral mat­ 
ter, the more economically will it be 
used by the animal.

Unique Church Used by 
Benedictines as Shrine 
When one thinks of a famous church 
one naturally thinks of one great in 
age, great in architecture or great In 
Its historic associations.

to Keep Up Milk Flow 
Sunflower* cut about SS days alter 
planting, or about the middle of Au­ 
gust, proved to bo the most palatable 
and kept tile milk flow of the cows 
closest to the level of corn silage in 
trials made in Illinois, 
The Mammoth Russian variety was 
used Iii rows about 8% feet apart and 
about IO inches apart in tile rows. 
When about 25 per cent of the plants 
are in bloom and show the yellow 
rays plainly, and the upper leaves are 
green, Is the best time to cut sunflow­ 
ers for the silo. 
Two other lots of 
sunflowers were tried out, one lot be­ 
dog cut and ensiled when 95 per cent 
of the plants were in bloom and half 
the leaves were rusted dry, while iit 
tile third cutting tho plants were 
about 
dead 
and 
entirely 
dry 
aud 
woody.

stances in bottles distinguishable ei­ 
ther by peculiar shape or sharp points, 
nevertheless the average home has va­ 
rious deadly chemical compounds such 
aa rat poisons aud disinfectants which 
are kept unmarked In the pantry or 
bathroom, says Popular Science Month­ 
ly. 
Many cases of fatal poisoning oc­ 
cur each year, the council states, be­ 
cause of carelessness in handling drugs 
in the home. 
If the corks of all poison bottles 
were studded 
with good-sized pins 
they probably would make the user 
examine the bottle before sampling 
the contents.
